There were indications the 
riots were prelude to a Communist 
attem pt to s*t un an "action com ­ 
m ittee’' governm ent over the dissen­ 
sion-torn and blocked city. 
Youths In lead 
The rioting took place as the four 
military governors prepared to m eet 
a mile or two away in attem pt to 
solve the crisis brought on by the 
Soyiet blockade of the city since late 
June. 
A shock unit of 50 to 80 youths 
smashed the outer gate to spearhead 
the demonstrators.

A NEW DISEASE ATTACKS 
BEANS 
In 1939 a previously minor disease 
of beans became a serious problem 
to gardens s In southern Florida. It 
was called watery soft rot. 
Since 
I that date the danger has spread 
; throughout the lower east coastal 
region and sporadic outbreaks have 
been reported 
from 
such widely 
scattered areas as Idaho, M ontana. 
1 California, Oregon and New York. 
Of course, such dispersion of the 
trouble means th a t the disease may 
occur wherever beans are grown— 
bush, pole and dry varieties. T here­ 
fore, all growers should know the 
symptoms to perm it early discovery 
and effective m easures to prevent 
and curb the outbreak. 
Watery soft rot affects the stems, 
leaves and pods of bean plants. 
Usually the first evidences of the di­ 
sease are small w atery, soft spots 
appearing in the stem , leaf or pod 
surface. If the w eather is somewhat 
cool and moist, th e spots spread 
rapidly, sometimes girdling the stem 
and causing the affected portion of 
the top to die. An infected pod soon 
becomes a soft m ass of destroyed 
tissue,

Of course, spores can be car­ 
ried fairly far by wind and in flow­ 
ing water. Infected seed is perhaps 
the chief source of outbreaks in new 
regions. Feeding infected bean re­ 
fuse to livestock an d then using 
the m anure on bean soils are known 
means of spreading the disease. 
Logically every grower wants to 
I know w hat can be done to prevent 
i this trouble and w hat can be done 
to curb it after infection occurs. 
First among negative facts is the 
advice th a t no varieties of beans 
are immune or even resistant. Ap­ 
parently all varieties suffer where concern about 
the spores are spread. 
To destroy the casual spores in 
soils known to contain them , appli­ 
cations of calcium cyanam ide a t the 
rate of 1.000 pounds per acre are 
proving effective in all but sandy 
soils. Such applications should be 
made at least 60 days before plant­ 
ing time, with the fertilizer disked 
or harrowed into th e soil. 
Wider spacing of 
rows and . re­ 
duced rates of seeding to afford bet­ 
ter air circulation and increased 
penetration of sunlight among the 
plants reduce the danger through 
elimination of excess moisture. 
Many weeds, w ith ragweed and 
milkweed already known, may carry 
and spread the rot as host plants. 
These and all other weeds should be 
exterm inated 
in

bean 
fields and gardens. 
All infected bean refuse should 
be burned soon a fte r the crop is 
harvested. 
Rotation to allow at least two 
years between bean crops is a wise 
precaution. 
No sprays are effective, although 
applications of Bordeaux should be 
tested at the first signs of infection. 
WHERE INSECTS SPEND THE 
W INTER 
It is im portant for every gard­ 
ener, orchardist and farm er to know 
where each of his most dangerous 
insect enemies spends its winter. 
Such knowledge provide^ a power­ 
ful weapon with which to wage war 
against these foes. Below is the first 
installm ent of a tw o-part list of the 
principal insects, along with infor­ 
m ation about their over-wintering 
habits. The rem ainder bf this list 
will appear next week.

T hey’ve actually sta rted sending 
m em bers of th e greatly privileged 
fam ilies Id prison for violation of the 
new regulations. B u t it isn t only thR 
"m alefactors of g rea t w ealth” who 
are catching it, for two governm ent 
officials already have been sentenced 
to death for in fra ctio n of the regula­ 
tions, and a n o th e r Is cooling his 
heels in jail pending fu rth er action 
Three rice m e rc h an ts in M anchuria 
have been shot. 
Of course those developm ents may 
be m erely an exem plification of the 
old adage th a t a new broom sweeps 
clean. However, if s making, th e dust 
fly now. and th e C hinese say this is 
really a serious housecleaning—the 
result of 
long 
consideration 
and 
planning by th e governm ent. 


G ives Son Im portant Job 


Indications are th e N anking gov­ 
ernm ent, headed by G eneralissim o 
C hiang K ai-shek, h as decided that 
solution of C h in a ’s econom ic crisis 
can't wait on th e outcom e of the 
war against th e C om m unist rebels. 
The civil strife is decidedly a long­ 
term affair an d m oreover it is in te r­ 


national. 
So the 
governm ent, which 
has 
been charged by some with shielding, 
the rich, is cracking down on tile 
profiteds, high and low. who have 
played a great p art in bringing the 
country to its present sorry straits. 
The program has three m ain objec­ 
tives:, to hold the price line, which 
has been frozen a t th e August 19 
level in connection with the m one­ 
tary change to the new "gold y u an ” ; 
to kill all form s of hoarding and 
speculation; 
to build 
up popular 
confidence in the new currency. 
G overnors, m ayors and other re ­ 
sponsible 
officials 
throughout

country have been ordered to carry 
out the new instructions. N aturally 
the area most greatly affected Is the 
S hanghai-N anklng zone which Is the 
center of big business, and the gov­ 
ernm ent is devoting special atten tio n 
to operations there 
An in teresting aspect of the situ a ­ 
tion Is th a t th e generalissim o’s son, 
M ajor G eneral C hiang C hing-K uo, 
has been placed in charge of the 
g o v ern m en ts 
economic 
forces 
in 
Shanghai. And it is G eneral C hiang 
who is daring the lightning in th a t 


all-im p o rtan t 
business 
center 
by 
cracking down on the big-m oney in - j 
terests. T he question naturally arises ( 
w hether he can get away w ith it, | 
despite his governm ent backing an d 
th e fact th a t he is the son of C hina’s 
top m an. We shall see in due co u rse .!
